1/12 the ihickncns of a human hair) 
smaller than the Wrist Pin so that 
when heated to normal working 
temperature the Wrist Pin is really 
a “push fit” or practically the same 
as you would fit a cast iron piston 
when cold. A tenth of a thousandth 
variation either w ay is the difference 
between a success or failure. New 
Standard and Oversize Pistons are 
already “diamond bored.” burnish¬ 
ed and tested when you receive 
them. On repair work only the Two Thousandths Oversize Plug Gauge i 
required for installing oversize pins in holes that have worn loose and 
sloppy.

Next, measure 
the length of crankshaft rear main bearing between flanges with an in¬ 
side micrometer or telescopic gauge. Fig. 6Then transfer this measure¬ 
ment to a special 2-3 inch micrometer and lake reading. Deduct two 
thousand lhs_ for clearance and face off opposite end of the tearing as 
stewn in Fig. 5. to that measurement, rig. 7 shows why a special 
square frame micrometer is necessary. Fig. 8—align reaming'when done 
by hand operation.

Handling their tools with almost in¬ 
credible defines* and speed, Ted Hos¬ 
ier and George Cnnlldge, star mechanics 
of Ford Motor Company's Buffalo as¬ 
sembly plant, smashed the world’s 
record for assembly and disassembly 
of a Ford V-8 engine at the New York 
State Fair recently.
